The Honorable Board of Supervisors

1.  Make findings as follows:

a.  Find that this acceptance is categorically exempt from the provisions of the California
Environmental Quality Act.

b.  Adopt the following resolution:

Be it resolved that the Board of Supervisors does hereby accept, on behalf of the County of Los
Angeles, all rights, title, and interest in the sewer built under Private Contract No. 11876.

c.  Accept for public use the completed construction work under Private Contract No. 11876, as
dedicated by Peter Lee, on the offer of dedication form on file with the Department of Public Works.

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD:

The purpose of the recommended action is to transfer all rights, title, and interest of the sanitary
sewer project known as Private Contract No. 11876, as depicted on the enclosed index map and
sewer improvement plan, from Peter Lee to the Department of Public Works (Public Works).  The
acceptance of the sewer by the County of Los Angeles (County) will protect public health and the
environment, ensure safety, and improve the quality of life in the County for its residents and visitors.

The subject sewer has been reviewed by Public Works for compliance with design and construction
standards and local ordinances.  Under authority, as provided by Title 20, Division 2, of the Los
Angeles County Code, Public Works recommends that your Board transfer and thereby accept
Private Contract No. 11876 for public use.  Following transfer and acceptance of this sewer system,
it will be necessary to annex into the Consolidated Sewer Maintenance District for operation and
maintenance.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The Countywide Strategic Plan directs the provision of Community and Municipal Services (Goal 3) 
by providing public works infrastructure and services that improves the quality of life of County 
residents.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

There will be no impact to the County General Fund.  Operation and maintenance for Private 
Contract No. 11876 will be funded with Consolidated Sewer Maintenance District funds.

Private Contract No. 11876 consists of approximately 500 feet of 8-inch-diameter vitrified clay pipe to
serve a community development project at the intersection of Reedview Drive and Shelyn Drive in
the unincorporated County area of Rowland Heights.  Applicable permits were issued by Public
Works for its construction within existing road right of way.

Private Contract No. 11876 was constructed to the satisfaction of the Director of Public Works.
Under the provisions of Title 20, Division 2, of the Los Angeles County Code, these facilities may be
accepted by the County.

This acceptance is categorically exempt from the provisions of the California Environmental Quality
